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DUTIES, POWERS AND FUNCTIONS 
OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
NORTHERN AFFAIRS AND NATIONAL RESOURCES 


The Department of Northern Affairs and National Resources 
(previously the Department of Resources and Development) was 
reconstituted under its present name in December, 1953, by the 
Department of Northern Affairs and National Resources Act (S.C., 
1953/54, Chaptper 4) in order to give greater emphasis to its 
function of developing the north and administering Eskimo affairs. 


iz The Act provides that the duties, powers and functions of 
the Minister extend to and include all matters, except those not by 
law assigned to any other department, relating to: (a) the North- 
west Territories and the Yukon Territory; (b) Eskimo affairs; (c) the 
water resources of Canada; (d) irrigation projects and water power 
developments; (e) the national parks; (f) historic places and monu- 
ments; (g) the archaeology, ethnology and fauna and flora of Canada.

The Department is divided into five branches, namely, Northern 
Administration, National Parks, Water Resources, National Museum 
of Canada—Natural History Branch, National Museum of Canada— 
Human History Branch. 


NORTHERN ADMINISTRATION BRANCH 


The Northern Administration Branch carries out the adminis- 
tration of the natural resources’ of the Northwest Territories 
and the Yukon Territory; the management of certain lands 
and mineral rights vested in the Crown: in the right of Canada in 
the provinces; and the administration of Eskimo affairs. It ad- 
ministers for the Council of the Northwest Territories the ordinances 
and regulations concerning education, health, welfare, municipal 
affairs, liquor, game, workmen’s compensation and mining safety. 


NATIONAL PARKS BRANCH 


The National Parks Branch administers the National Parks of 
Canada, the National Historic Parks and Sites, and federal interests 
in the conservation, protection and management of wildlife. It 
administers the National Parks Act (R.S.C., 1952, Chapter 189, as 
amended) and the Migratory Birds Convention Act (R.S.C., 1952, 
Chapter 179). 


WATER RESOURCES BRANCH 


The Water Resources Branch carries on a continuing survey 
of the surface waters of Canada for water resources development 
purposes. It maintains a national inventory of water and hydro- 
electric resources of Canada. It investigates and studies inter- 
national waterways problems and with provincial co-operation meas- 
ures streamflow throughout Canada for power, irrigation and other 
purposes. It administers the Dominion Water Power Act (R.S.C., 
1952, Chapter 90). the Canada Water Conservation Assistance Act 
(S.C. 1952-53, Chapter 21), and the International River Improve- 
ments Act (S.C., 1955, Chapter 47). 
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NATIONAL MUSEUM—NATURAL HISTORY BRANCH 


The Natural History Branch of the National Museum is con- 
cerned with the collection, study, preservation, and display of 
material illustrating the geology and biology of Canada, which 
includes minerals, rocks, fossils, plants and animals. 


NATIONAL MUSEUM—-HUMAN HISTORY BRANCH 


The Human History Branch of the National Museum has a 
similar concern with material illustrating man’s evolution and 
adaptation to the Canadian scene. Its activities are carried on 


under the headings of archaeology, ethnology, and anthropology 
(folklore). 


The Department performs certain administrative functions 
connected with the Northwest Territories, the Yukon Territory, 
and the Historic Sites and Monuments Board of Canada.

HISTORICAL NOTES 


July 31, The Rupert’s Land Act authorized the acquisition by 
Canada of the Northwest Territories. 

June 22, Act for the Temporary Government of Rupert’s 
Land and the North-Western Territory. 

May 12, Act to establish and provide for the Government of 
the Province of Manitoba. July 15, Northwest Territories 
transferred to Canada. 

May 16, Order of Her Majesty in Council admitting British 
Columbia into Confederation. 

Department of the Interior was established (S.C. 1873, c. 4). 
April 8, The Northwest Territories Act established a Lieu- 
tenant Governor and a Northwest Territories Council. 
All British possessions in North America and adjacent islands, 
except Newfoundland and its dependencies, annexed to 

Canada by Imperial Order in Council of July 31. 

Aug. 24, First census of the Northwest Territories. 

August, Gold discovered in the Klondyke. 

Forestry Branch organized in the Department of the Interior. 
June 13, The Yukon District established as a separate 
Territory. 

July 20, Acts to establish and provide for the Government 
of the Provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

Commission of Conservation constituted under the Conserva- 
tion Act (S.C. 1909, chapter 27). National Parks Branch 
established superseding the Rocky Mountains Park Branch 
(1887). 

May 15, Boundaries Extension Act settling boundaries between 
the Northwest Territories and the Provinces of Quebec, 
Ontario and Manitoba. Water Power Branch organized by 
the Department of the Interior. 

Conservation Act repealed and the Commission of Conserva- 
tion dissolved. 

All museum activities centralized in 1920 were officially 
designated as the National Museum of Canada. 

Dec. 14, Transfer of natural resources to Manitoba and Alberta. 
Feb. 20, Transfer of natural resources to British Columbia. 
Mar. 20, Transfer of natural resources to Saskatchewan. 
The Department of Mines and Resources was established, 
superseding the Departments of Mines, Interior, Indians 

Affairs and Immigration. 

Dec. 10, Canada Forestry Act ‘assented to. 

January, The Department of Resources and Development was 
established and comprised sections of the former Depart- 
menis of Mines and Resources and Reconstruction and 
Supply. 

Aug. 11-Sept 13, Sixth British Commonwealth Forestry Con- 
ference opened and adjourned in Ottawa. 

Dec. 16, The Department of Northern Affairs and National 
Resources was established, superseding the Department of 
Resources and Development.
